AND HARBORS

WASHINGTON-,..D. C.. Oct 2G.—The 
chief of engineers of the army. Gen- 
eral William H. Bixby, looks forward 
with hopefulness to the next meeting 
of .the National Rivers and Harbors, 
congress, wiiich will 
assemble 
in 
Washington, December 7, S and 3. This

public, spirited men, it is expected, will 
so conduct Its deliberations as to give 
greater strength and.prestige to the 
movement for an annual appropriation 
for American waterway improvements. 


"Something I said on the subject of 
the important part the press could play 
in th ework of education along this 
line." said General Bixby, "bus been 
somewhat expanded, but that the press 
can do much good, is, of course, to bo 
recognized, and will be recognized." 


The friends of a great national sys- 
tem 
o£ waterway improvement "as 


members of thu Rivers and Harbors 
congress and of the Federal congress, 
In his opinion, should work with 
o 


common purpose to promote legislation 
for the projects of the largest scope 
and of national importance, projects 
such as have the undisputed approval' 
of the engineer ofiicers as well as of 
the commmercial interests immediately 
concerned. 


The reports of thn engineer officers 


upon their work for the year are now 
In the office of the secretary of war 
for his consideration and will be ready 
for transmission to congress at 
its 
opening. 


In response to a suggestion as to 


what in thp concrete, If he were 
a 


member of ihe organization, ho would 
recommend to the Rivers and Harbors 
congress. General Bixby said the thing 
of greatest Importance to be achieved 
was an established system of annual 
appropriations which should 
embrace 


the largest and most important proj- 
ects, such as are of recognized gen- 
eral and national scope, and .such as 
are approved by the engineer officers 
of the army, subordinating minor proj- 
ects, until 
the vaster projects had 
been completed.

greater havoc on a building than that 
wrought in Pelham hy the electrical 
storm last, evening. 


Pelham's only store at the square 


wa.s the scene of the frightful

spectacular pranks played by the fiery 
elements, ot the air and today there 


j is but one place of interest in Pelham 


! and that is the scene of the disaster. 


The store and house with which it Is 


connected are owned by Harry 
At- 


\voorl; town clerk and postmaster. It 
,vas about 20 minutes to seven that 
thu .lightning' struck the 
store 
and 


house, and that several persons were 
not killed is marvelous; 
another of 


those miraculous things that cannot be 
explained. 
Several men wore in the store at the 


time and in the dining room of the 
house where the walls were tin-own 
flown, Mrs. Atwood and her five chil- 
dren were having supper. 
They were 


not injured. 
Fire added to'tlie horror of Urn oc- 


casion and it looked at one time as if 
the whole square was doomed.

hose was stretched from 
the 
water 
tank at'the car station 100 yards or so 
away,, ana" the heroic' work, of • willing

' The. ball of fire, as it was described 
by-tholie- who were eye witnesses, en- 
tered the house where the electric wii;es 
are located and In less time than it 
takes to tell it the store wa's a wreck,' 
windows -were blown, into the street 
and walls and ceilings were torn away.

Guy Jjtnvis, motorman, was the hero 
of the occasion. A tank containing 400 
callous' of kerosene oil was located in 
the collar and the cellar was on Hro. 
.Lewis Uncw that the oil was there, but 
nothing daunted, he went down with j 
the hose. 


The woodpn framework surrounding 


the tank was then on fire and to add 
to the horror of the situation the tank i 
was open.

Gen- 
eral William H. Bixby, looks forward 
with .hopefulnoss to the next meeting 
of, tho National Rivers and Harbors 
qongress, which will 
assemble 
in 


Washington. December 7, S and 9. This 
groat organization of 
business 
and-! 
public spirited men, it is expected, will ! 
so conduct its deliberations as to give 
greater strength and prestige to the 
movement for an annual appropriation 
for American waterway improvements. 
"Something 1 snid on the subject of 


the important part the press could piny 
in th ework of education along this 
line," said General Bixby, "has 
been 


somewhat expanded, but that '.he press 
can do much-good, is/ of course, to bo 
recognized, and will bo recognized." 
The friends of a great national sys- 


tem of waterway improvement 
as 


members of the Rivers and Harbors 
congress and of the Federal congress, 
in his opinion, should work with 
a 


common purpose to promote legislation 
for. the projects' of the largest scope 
and ..'of national importance, projects 
such as have the undisputed approval 
of the engineer oiTlcers as well as of 
the commmerclal interests Immediately 
concerned. 


The reports of the engineer officers 


upon their work for tho year arc now 
in the office of tho secretary of war 
for his consideration and will be ready 
for transmission to congress at

opening. 


In response to a suggestion as to 


what in the concrete, .if he were a 
member of the organization, he would 
recommend to the Rivers and Harbors

gust,, has met ..with very general ap- 
proval -in the --rifle world, although un- 
der the •pla.n.v'qf*classification 
of the 


teams the:decision will'change several 
feamg. from "'one class to another. In 
the shooting'the :Marine corps finished 
second to- the United States : Infantry 
with a score of .3136, the Infantry score 
being 318(1.'--The LT: S. cavalry followed 
with 3115,- Iowa had 3112 and the U. S. 
navy 3111." All of these teams wero 
shooting- in Class A in which two tro- 
phies and .four cash prizes are given, 
with medals to the members of each 
team; the first prize being the national 
trophy presented 
by congress. The 


skirmish run is - the last stage of the 
match and'generally speakjng the final 
standing of the teams depends greatly 
on their shooting at skirmish. For 
some years past the U. S. Marine corps 
has devoted a great deal of time and 
money to rifle practice, Its latest effort 
In the direction'of improving Its shoot- 
ing, and with an eye toward capturing 
the national trophy, being the estab- 
lishment of a modern up-to-date rifle 
range on the Potomac 
river near 


Washington. 
The efforts of the Marine 


corps to capture the prize and their 
gam,eness in defeat as well as in -inci- 
dental victories, and their readiness to 
help competitors in every, possible way 
has gained for the officers and men an 
enviable 'reputation and 
standing 
In 
the shooting game. On the last day of 
the national match the Marine corps 
team had just started in on-its skir- 
mish run.

EXPECTS "RESULTS FROM RIVERS 


AND HARBORS CONGRESS 


.WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 26.—The 
chief of engineers of the army. Gen- 
eral William H. Blxby, looks forward 
with hopefulness to the next meeting 
of the National Rivers and Harbors 
congress, which will 
assemble 
in 


Washington, December 7, 8 and 9. This 
great organization of 
business 
and 


public spirited men, it Is expected, will 
so conduct its deliberations as to give 
greater strength and prestige to the 
movement for an annual appropriation 
for American waterway improvements. 


"Something I said on the subject of 
the Important part the press could play 
in th cwork of education along this 
line," said General Bixby, "has beon 
somewhat expanded, but that the press 
can do much good, Is, of course, to ba 
recognized, and will be .recognized." 


• The friends of a great national sys- 
tem of waterway improvement 
as 


members of the Rivers and Harbors 
congress and of the Federal congress, 
in.his opinion, should work with 
a 


common purpose to promote legislation 
for the projects of the largest scope 
and of national Importance, projects 
such as have tho undisputed approval 
of the engineer.officers as well as of 
the commrnercial Interests Immediately 
concerned. 
. 


The reports of the engineer officers 


upon their work for the year are now 
In the office of the secretary of war 
for his consideration and will be ready 
for transmission to congrc-ss at its 
opening. 


In response to a suggestion as to 


what In the concrete, if- ho were "a 
member of the organization, he would 
recommend to the Rivers and Harbors 
congress, General Blxby said the thing 
of greatest importance to be achieved 
was an 'established system of annual 
appropriations which should 
embrace 


the largest and most important 
proj- 


ects, such as are of recognized gen- 
eral, and national scope, and such as 
are approved by the engineer officers 
of the army, subordinating minor proj- 
ects, until the vaster projects had 
seen completed. 


Among important Incidental prob- 


lems to be considered were those de- 
volving upon localities and. the states 
:o do their share In the expediting of 
these great public works, such as pro- 
viding terminals for loading and 
un- 


loading craft. Tho general government's 
work is to tnke care of tho navigation 
of rivers and harbors and it ends at 
:he point where local and individual 
susinees interests begin. 
"Tho Corps of Engineers," said Gen- 
eral Blxby, "are ready to help all they 
enow how to bring about the consum- 
mation of nn approved, economical and 
practical system of waterway improve- 
ment, assured and sustained by annual 
appropriations.

..gateway will be the grandest monument reared tn any Lowell citizen with 
perhaps the. single exception of the Ladd and Whitney monument' raised 
to the memory of the prcitomartyrs of the Civil war.

veil for president in 1932. This revolt is led by members of the old guard 
that were beaten at Saratoga. 


The defection from the republican ticket in Now York for this reason is 


statewide and it is alleged that it will grow until election day. The men 
who believe in state sovereignty, and in the supremacy of tho courts are 
also getting in line to oppose Roosevelt. His attacks upon the courts 
constitute one of his worst faults. In a man of such distinction it 
necessary that he should set an example of respect for

stead of undertaking (o denounce certain decisions as unjust and unwar- 
ranted.

BOSTON, Oct. 2G.—Dr. Francis H. 


Rowley, president of the M. S. P. C. A. 
and the American Humane society, is- 
sued a statement yesterday in which 
he charged that the traffic In new-born 
calves from New York into Massachu- 
setts has begun again. Last Saturday 
night, he said, agents of his society 
learned that a car of crated calves was 
on its way and the agents were in 
Watertown when the car arrived. 


The car, he says, contained 84 calves. 


Of these, seven were dead upon arri- 
val, 
according to Dr. Rowley. One, 


which was dying, was killed Immedi- 
ately, and 24 of the smaller ones were 
slaughtered In the abattoir, as they 
were weak and exhausted.
